IL-THE ROMANS. 

Ohnpter XLVII.— Contiuued. 
VALBHTIHIAS AND HIS FABULT. 

Gratinn felt that he alone could not 
cojii; with the dangers that besot the 
Empire, and his brother was still a 
child ; so he gave the Eastern Empire 
to n brnve and noble Spanish General, 
named Thcodosius, who was a Catholic 
Christian, and baptized, and who made 
pence with the Goths, gave them settle- 
ments, and took their yonng men into 
his armies. In the meantime, Mnximus 
was growing more powerful in Britain, 
nnd Gratinn, who chiefly lived in Gaul, 
wns disliked by the soldiers, ospecinlly 
for making friends with the young 
Gothic chief Alnrie, whom he joined .'n 
hunting in the forests of Gaul in a way 
they thought unworthy of nn Emperor. 
Finding thnt he was thus disliked, Mnx- 
imus crossed the Channel to attack him. 
His soldiers would not march against 
' the British legions, nnd he wns taken 
and put to death, bitterly lamenting 
that he had so long deferred hia baptism 
till now it was denied to him. 

Young Valcntinian wcat on reigning 
at Milan, and Maximus in Gaul. This 
Inst bad heroine a Christian and n 
Catholic in name, but without laying 
nsidc his fierceness nnd cruelty, so that 
when some heretics were brought befox 
him, he hnd tbem put to death, entirely 
against the udvice or the great saint and 
Bishop then working in Gnnl, Martin 
of Tours, and likeninc of St. Ambrose, 
who had been sent to Vnlcntinian to 
make peace with the Gallic tyrant. 

It was u time ol great men iu the 
church. In Africa a very groat man 
hud risen up. St. Augustine, wbo, after 
doubting long nnd living a life of sin. 
wns drawn to the truth by the prayers 
of his good mother, Monica, aad when 
studying in Italy, listened to St, Am- 
hrosc, and became a hearty believer trnd 
mnintniner of all that wns good. He 
became Bishop of Hippo in Africa. 

But with the good there was much of 
evil. All the old cities, and especially 
Rome, were full of a Hlrange mixture 
or Christian show and heathen vice. 
There wns such idleness nnd luxury in 
the town thnt hardly any Romans had 
hardihood enough to go out to fight their 
own buttles, hut hired Goths, Germans, 
Gauls, and Moors ; and these ICHrncd 
their v.T,ys of warfare, and used them 
in their turn against the Romans them- 
selves. Nothing was so much run after 
ns the games in the amphitheatres. Peo- 
ple rushed there to watch the chariot- 
raccs, nnd went perfectly wild with 
riigcnieSH nhout the drivers whose colorn 
they wore ; and even the gladiator 
gnmes were not douc away with hy 
Christians, although these sports were 
continually preached against by the 
clergy, aud no really devout person 
would go to the theatres. Much time 
was idled nwny nt the bai.b*. which 
were the plnce of tnlk and gossip, and 
where there wns a soft, steamy air, 
which wns enough to tnke away all man- 
hood aud resolution. The ladies' dresses 
were exceedingly expensive and ahsurd, 
nnd the whole way of living quite as 
sumptuous nnd helpless ns in the times 
or heathenism. Good people tried to live 
apart. More than ever became monks 
nnd hermits ; and a number of ladies, 
who had been much struck with St. 
Jerome's teaching, made up n sort of 
society at Rome, which busied itself in 
good works and devotion. Two of the 
ladies, a mother and dnughter, followed 
him to the Holy Land, and dwelt in n 
convent at Bethlehem. 

Mnxlmus, aTtcr a time, advanced into 
Italy, and Valcntinian fled to ask the 
help or Thcodosias, who eamc with an 
army, defeated and slew Mnxlmus, and 
restored Valentinian, hut only for a 
short time, for the pool' youth wns soon 
murdered by a Frank chief in his own 
service, named Arbogastes.

Owing to the severity of tlie storm wo 
did cot leave till the morning of the 
seventeenth. The trip was a rough one. 
and I suffered with sea-sickness, tilt 
despite it all I enjoyed the trip.

You may rest assured I did what I 
ron'd for the sick brother, physically and 
spiritually, and something was said and 
done for the blaster amongst the others 
as well. 

At Sitka 

Wo landed nt Sitka near noon of th..- 
lSth,, and immediately to<*k the sick 
brother to the Sitka. Mission Hospital. 
Dr. B. K. Wilbur, the physician in 
charge, after examining the patient. de- 
cided that he was suffering from a con- 
tagious .disoasc.tchiekeu post, and con- 
sequently could not lie admitted to t!i-.- 
hospital. 1 might say here that the 
main object of the hospital is to provide 
tor the siik of the Training School, 
whieh is under the care of 'The W..- 
man'=- Hoard of Home Missions," of the 
Presbyterian Church, but the work is 
not limited to this, as native adults or 
children are received at any time. How- 
ever, arrangements were made for our 
sick man in n private house. Dr. Wilbur 
kindly tendering hi« services. 

Though suffering from that dreadful 
sea-sickness. 1 was determined to make 
use of the few houta ai mv disposal and 
called at the can]; it mis not a day on 
which vi-iturs were admitted, but through 
the courtesy of the United Slates Mar- 
shall, and after slating it was for his 
spiritual welfare ouiy. I was admitted 

1o Ess Jim Hsssss. 

He was pleased to see me; he is look- 
in;: remarkably well, and in reply to my 
enquiry, he said. "I am happy and trust- 
ing iu Jesus;" bis faith unshaken even 
in adversity; God bless him. 

1 met Severn 1 of our Skagway native- 
converts, who are now living at Silk,', 
anil a number of others whu are inter- 
ested in uur work, i should have enjoy- 
ed being with them :i couple at weeks 
fii.d help push the ha; :1 L - along. Meetings 
are held every night: l.y our Presbyterian 
friend?, four nights it the week, and 
our soldiers and Peni -I Mission Worker 
the remaining nights: ;<!! working In har- 
mony .-mil unity. 1 kail the pleasure et 
nilenilini; one mivtinn. whieh I enjoyed 




very much. I al-o called on the Super- 
intendent of the Training S. -Jiool. wh> 
kindly showed me the different depart- 
ments at work.

snd mementoes of old Indian customs, 
given, to the Museum by the converted 
natives, who gave up their old customs 
to follow Jesus. Praise Him. 

Leaving Sitka, we teuehed at Killis- 
noff, Junean. Donzias. Ketchikan, and 
Wrangle: ai all of these places there is 
a great work to lie doae. 

At Wrangle, though I had only forte- 
five minutes.

Put it is asked, "What must we cs t 
und drink V" This question is preceded 
by another of equal or Greater impori- 
mice, and that is, "What shall w r a- 
void 1" I answer :—

tionists, nor need 1 give any reason for 
saying it ; and yet 1 will call jour at- 
tention to tvo or three:—

using them, 

lb) You may be a sre.it deal worse 



for tiikinj: them in moderation. They 
may create ilie appetite for drinking to 

(■) If you could Iske then; is modera- 
tion, there may be children in your home 
who will imbibe, at your table, a taste 
ror the little drops that may carry them 
lo the drunkard's crave, and lo the 
drunkard's hell. 

I am sure you could not, in any shape 
or Torm, drink the stuff that brings so 
lmu-h sin and misery to the world.

"Mrs. Carrie Nation and Lit little 
hatchet promise to become na famous 
in rho lilstory of warfare with the 
saloon us Johu Brown and bis stal- 
wan sous In their uttnek ou slavery. 
It Is more ibau an Incident. It Is .1 
cnH to urics. If legal authorities re- 
fuse to enforce the hiws cuncted hy 
tlio people, it simply menus an up- 
heaval. This will either brlug defeat 
to the temperance nnd law-abiding 
fon-es of the l'ulted States aud n clos- 
er cutrenchincut of the sulorm and 
■lawless cleu\euts, or It will bring 
glorious victory. It will either eu- 
forve the l'rohlbitlou law lu Kansas 
or destroy thai law. If it enforces the 
law the result:! will lie so apparent, 
the crumple bo contagious, that other 
stun*, where Christian people govern, 
will take courage and nrmy tliem- 
solven against the enemy of the home 
nnil country."'

side Carrie vowed eternal enmity to 
the saloon. 

Soon after that a sister married n 
limn who took to strong drink and 
spent J150.000 in a short time ; his 
whole fortune. 

After some years she met David 
Nation, nnd was married to him soon 
after. 

Eight yenrs ngo Mr. and Mrs. Na- 
tion moved to Medicine Lodge. Kan- 
sas. This town was then ihe home of 
some of the toughest characters on 
the plains. Mrs. Natiou made it her 
daily practice to go into the seven 
snloous daily and pray and sing for 
the cowboys, and others who fre- 
quented them. Sometimes she was 
net so peaceful. One saloon- 
keeper made some kiiyiiev 
thrents to kill her if she 
came near. She entered the saloou. 
slapped him lu the fare, knocked the 
glass out of his hand, and ordered 
Iflm cnt of town. lie left never to re- 
turn. Six yenrs ngo she attacked the 
Medieluo Lodge saloons with rocks. 
sent some of the proprietors to Jail, 
nnd closed up CTery den. 

Since then no Uqqot has been Sold 
lu that place. 

Two years ago she started out to 
mid the salcons of Wichita, but the 
crowds frightened her. Instead she 
went to Kiowa and smashed two 
saloons in Kiowa. Then she returned 
to Wichita and prayed for courage 
nnd did some good work there. 

During the Intervening six yenrs 
Mrs. Nntlon and her bstcbet rested. 



but she now snys lhal In lb»sc six 
years the spirit of revolt against the 
demon rill" was working on lier, A 
month ago li became too strong to he 
home longer and she started ou her 
second crusade. 

Mrs. Nation chose Wichita for her 
first assault. The last Wednesday in 
December she wnnied the " jolut " 
Keepers to close. The following morn- 
ing she appea.od in Ihe liar of the 
Carey Hole! Willi her nrms full of 
stones. In a moment she had smash- 
ed the big mirror, put big hole* In an 
indecent painting, ami crashed live 
stained-glass windows. She got into 
the nutr-room and did n thousand dol- 
lars' worth of duiuagc. She was arrest- 
ed and locked up. Habeas Corpus pro- 
ceedings wore Instituted nud carried 
to the Supreme Court, which ordered 
her release pending trial. But 

Rather than Pace s Jury 
and the chnuccs of some unwelcome 
exposures regarding the llipior trallle. 
the prosecuting attorney of Sedgwick 
County dismissed the proceedings n- 
gaiust Mrs. Nation, ou the ground thnt 
he believed her ineuiall.V unbalanced. 
Tuesday. January 22nd. Mrs. Nation 
turned up at Wichita again, and. nc- 
coiupauicd by three women, started on 
nuotlicr auti-saloon round-up. The 
four women were armed with hatch- 
ets nnd base-lmll hnls carefully con- 
ceded under their clonks. They 
smashed the plate glass fronl iu 
Burns' saloon, aud then made short 
work of all breakable stuff lu Ihe 
ante-room. They failed to reach the 



liar, because Hie proprietor stood them 
off with a revolver. 

Wednesday, she Invaded Enterprise 
Followed by a crowd of women, sue 
went to the Klondike salnon. Mm. 
Nation was knocked down and toUM 
In the gutter. Stones Hew nt her. 
She was jumped npon by women 
who cried, "Kill her !" Site was too 
stout to struggle much, and she endur- 
ed with patience. As soon as there 
was an opportunity she rose, without 
showing n truce of excitement. Her 
eyes flashed, but she was conl.

Ilolfmau. wife of the wealthiest man 
in Enterprise, tied n piece or raw beef 
over nn injured eye, aud returned a- 
gain to her place on the sidewalk. 

When she left Enterprise that nlgat 
a howling mob followed her to the
